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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: One reason for 
allowance is that the roller system for flattening bent pieces comprises a pair of cylindrical 
rollers arranged to establish a nip therebetween and with each roller constructed with a series of 
curved steel liner plates overlying the cylindrical surface of the roller in an end-to-end fashion so 
that each plate has a leading and trailing edge in the direction of rotation of the roller with the 
leading edge being approximately radially oriented and of the same thickness of the respective 
plate and the trailing edge being chamfered so as to form with the adjacent leading edge a 
triangular groove. Accordingly, the prior art of record does not show such a combination of 
features that facilitate the flattening of bent pieces that are fed between the nip of the rollers into 
the narrow gap of the leading edges of the respective grooves.
